Wallenda high-wire 
walk hits legal snag

In the moments before he steps on a five- 
eighths-of-an-inch high wire to cross the 
Chicago River on Nov 2, Nik Wallenda will 
pray with his family and tell them he will see 
them in a couple of hours. 

But to get to that point, the aerial perform- 
er who has crossed Niagara Falls and a gorge 
near the Grand Canyon has a few issues to 
clear in the next few weeks. 

One is the Aerial Exhibitors Safety Act, the 
state law that requires performers of his spe- 
cialty to place a safety net or similar device 
“to arrest or cushion” a fall. 

He also has to meet with three engineer- 
ing teams to design rigging for his walk and 
will train in 90 mph winds— occasionally 
with gloves to prepare for the cold— and at 
a steeper incline than he is planning for his 
November walk. 

He has promised to cover the city’s costs of 
additional police, firefighters, traffic realign- 
ment and related services for the event, and 
he carries $20 million in liability insurance 
for the safety of the rigging crew, citizens and 
the integrity of buildings. 

“It’s complex but it’s simple,” Wallenda, 35, 
said Wednesday while seated on the roof of 
the Leo Burnett Building, one of his desti- 
nations in the planned walk. “It’s simple be- 
cause I’ve done it for so long.” 

If all goes well, Wallenda will complete his 
Chicago high-wire walk, televised by the Dis- 
covery Channel, in two hours. He will start 
at the west tower of Marina City and cross 
south to the roof of the 50 -story Burnett 
Building, which is a 15-degree incline. 

Wallenda then will take the elevator down. 


cross the river as a pedestrian, get to the top 
of the east tower of Marina City then walk 
another wire to the west tower. 

“I like that just because it makes it a little 
more unique,” he said. “Not just am I doing 
an incline greater than I’ve ever walked be- 
fore ... but I’ll also be doing two parts to this 
walk.” 

The walk closely resembles one in which 
his great-grandfather, Karl Wallenda, fell to 
his death at age 73 while attempting to walk a 
wire between two hotels in San Juan, Puerto 
Rico, in 1978. That specter and the potential- 
ly raw Chicago weather in November are part 
of what drew him to this walk, he said. 

“It’s a new challenge for me,” Wallenda 
said. “I like kind of pushing myself I think 
that as a society we tend to be complacent 
and not push ourselves and I enjoy pushing 
myself within limits.” 

One of those limits is wind speed. If it’s 
more than 50 mph, “I won’t be walking,” he 
said, “because it’s not worth pushing it to 
that level.” 

The state law conflict will be resolved one 
way or another, Wallenda said. He prefers to 
walk untethered and without a net. In fact, 
he said he was able to change similar safety 
laws in New York and Canada for his Niagara 
Falls walk. That tension “is part of what I do. 
It’s part of the excitement.” 

But Wallenda added that he is “a man of 
integrity, and I respect the law.” 

Mary May, spokeswoman for Chicago’s 
Department of Cultural Affairs and Special 
Events, said the city is in contact with the 
state about the conflict. No permits have 
been issued, she added.

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CTA bus ridership 
down year-over-year 
for past 19 months

Love is patient— unless it is waiting for a CTA 

bus. Just ask Crystal Carrazco. 

Carrazco, 22, used to take the No. 9 -Ash- 
land bus from her Ukrainian Village home to 
catch the No. 73-Armitage bus to her boy- 
friend’s place in Hermosa on the Northwest 
Side a few times a week last year. 

Carrazco said she was frustrated by regu- 
larly waiting 20 minutes for an Armitage bus. 
Also, that bus stops running by ii p.m. on 
weekdays and by 8 p.m. on weekends. After 
those times, Carrazco would take a cab to get 
home or to her boyfriend’s place. 

When Carrazco and her boyfriend moved in 
together a few months ago, they chose to live 
in Logan Square near the Blue Line. Carrazco 
said she rarely takes a CTA bus these days. 

“We decided to be closer to good transpor- 
tation,” Carrazco said. “It’s nice to sit down 
and read” on the train. 

Ridership on Carrazco’s former bus, the 
No. 73-Armitage, has declined nearly 30 per- 
cent this year through June compared with 
the same period in 2013, from 945,900 riders 
to 664,800 riders. The Armitage bus is not 
the only line seeing a decrease. 

Bus ridership in the city has been 
down year-over-year for the past 
19 consecutive months while rail ridership has 
increased. For example, there were 22.6 mil- 
lion bus rides logged in June, down 12 percent 
from 25.7 million rides in June 2013. 

And CTA officials don’t know the exact 
reasons behind the bus ridership dip. At a 
CTA board meeting in July, officials said they 
were asking riders in focus groups to figure 
out the answer. One CTA board member, 
Ashish Sen, said the CTA should use census 
data to determine how riders are commuting. 

“That is a very good idea and we are actually 
holding some focus groups with bus riders in 
order to get some better insights,” CTA chief 
financial officer Ron Denard told Sen. Bus 
riders in a recent focus group said they rode 
less because of personal reasons including a 
change of relationship status or a change in a 
job, a CTA spokeswoman said. 

Some reasons for declining bus ridership 
CTA officials have given over the past year 
and a half include cooler-than-usual weather 



such as this year’s polar vortex, which caused 
school cancellations. Students tend to take 
buses to school, not rail. 

The CTA also saw a record year for rider- 
ship— on buses and trains— in 2012, the best 
in 22 years, according to the transit agancy 
The following year, the CTA increased the 
cost of unlimited passes and expected rider- 
ship dipped compared with 2012. 

But some riders who talked to RedEye said 
they have stopped taking the bus because of 
service. They complained of infrequent ser- 
vice and sometimes when the bus does arrive, 
more than one show up at the same time, 
bringing service to a crawl as the buses leap- 
frog each other. 

Others complained about slow bus service 
and a lack of amenities at bus stops like heat 
lamps, which are at outdoor rail stations. 
Also, more transit options have become avail- 
able in recent years including car-sharing ser- 
vices such as Uber and Lyft and the city’s bike- 
share program. Divvy 

In an average day bus rides typically com- 
prise 54 percent of CTA ridership while rail 
rides comprise 46 percent, according to CTA 
data this year through June. 

Since 2008, the bus-rail split has been shift- 
ing to rail. Six years ago, more than 62 per- 
cent of CTA rides were on buses while nearly 
38 percent were on trains. 

Much has happened to the CTA system in 
the past six years. The agency rebuilt the south- 
ern portion of the Red Line last year to improve 
train speeds in that area, and added stations on 
the Green, Pink and ^Uow lines in 2012. Work 
is expected to be completed this year on a new 
Green Line stop near McCormick Place. 

Meanwhile, express bus service has stalled. 
The CTA cut nine express bus routes in 2010, 
and future plans for bus rapid transit, a system 
that typically relies on bus-only lanes and traf- 
fic signal priority for buses, have slowed. 

The Chicago Department ofTransportation 
was expected to begin work this year on imple- 
menting bus rapid transit in the Loop, which 
would speed up service on six bus routes. That 
plan has been pushed back. A similar plan for 
Ashland Avenue hasn’t moved forward either. 

The Ashland Avenue proposal would im- 
prove the speed of the No. 9 -Ashland bus 
from 8.7 miles per hour to up to 16 miles per 
hour, but some critics have complained that 
the proposal would cut the driving lanes in 
half, down to one lane in each direction. 


found the Jeffery Jump to be the most reliable 
route among the CTA’s more than 120 lines. 

Other lines are not as dependable. Lupa-La- 
saga said he recently waited more than 30 min- 
utes for the No. 8-Halsted bus, which caused 
him to miss an Amtrak train to Champaign. 

He said he uses the CTA bus tracker to 
gauge when he should arrive at bus stops but 
finds the tracking service spotty Sometimes 
buses don’t appear on the tracker when he 
knows there is service. So he waits for the 
bus — sometimes for more than half an hour. 

“I find myself running into these extreme 
CTA delays with increasing frequency espe- 
cially when traveling to South Side destina- 
tions,” Lupa-Lasaga, 49, told RedEye. “My 
impression is that while the Red Line has 
improved dramatically, the CTA buses, espe- 
cially South Side ones, are another thing.” 

Both buses and trains have been subject to 
service cuts— though buses have taken the 
brunt of the recent reductions. 

In 2010, the CTA cut rail service by 9 per- 
cent and bus service by 18 percent (including 
the nine express routes) to save money 

In 2012, the CTA added trains to nearly 
every rail route during rush hour to reduce 
crowding on trains. 

While the CTA also increased service on 
48 bus routes, about a dozen partial or full routes 


Bus rapid transit has been implemented on 
a portion of Jeffery Boulevard on the South 
Side in increments since 2012— but the main 
component of the system, green-light priority 
to buses, wasn’t installed until earlier this year. 

The No. J14- Jeffery Jump, which travels be- 
tween the South Side and downtown, saw an 
increase in riders last year during the shutdown 
of the southern portion of the Red Line.

saw cuts including the popular No. ii-Lincoln and 
No. i45-^5C^son/Michigan Express routes. 

Bus service was discontinued on a portion of 
the No. II route— on Lincoln Avenue between 
the Western and Fullerton Brown Line stops on 
the North Side. 

Aid. Ameya Pawar (47th) has been pushing to 
restore service on the eliminated section, but 
CTA president Forrest Claypool said there are no 
plans to re-instate that service. The CTA has en- 
couraged riders to use the Brown Line instead; sta- 
tions near the No. ii have seen jumps in ridership. 


In terms of quality of bus service, the CTA 
hasn’t been scoring high on its own score card. The 
agency said it has made its standards more difficult 
since Claypool became CTA president in 2011. 

The CTA has not met its targets on bus bunch- 
ing (when more than one bus shows up to a stop 
at the same time) in five of six months this year 
through June, the most recent CTA data avail- 
able. In all six months, the CTA didn’t meet its 
standard for gaps in bus service. 

Devonna Phillips, 34, said waiting 20 minutes 
for the No. 53 -Pulaski bus in the polar vortex was 


the last straw for her and the CTA bus system. 

She used to take the Pulaski bus to the Green 
Line to the Loop for her government job. Now 
she hitches a ride from a friend to the Kedzie 
Brown Line stop in Albany Park to ride the 
Brown Line to the Loop— a route that requires 
her to leave her home half an hour earlier but in- 
volves less waiting for transit. 

“Having to wait out in the open cold air, it was 
unacceptable,” said Phillips, who lives in Hermosa. 
“There’s plenty of Brown Line trains to the Loop.”

TSA chief: Expedited 
security is working

Almost half of U.S. airline passengers this sum- 
mer passed through expedited securit}^ a sign 
that pre-screening is becoming the norm, the 
chief of the Transportation Security Adminis- 
tration said Wednesday in Chicago. 

And the current 3-ounce limit on liquid con- 
tainers at security checkpoints won’t become a 
permanent measure, TSA Administrator John 
Pistole said during an appearance before the 
Tribune editorial board. When the restriction 
is eased, it likely will start with travelers who 
have undergone background checks before 
they were approved to participate in the TSA 
PreCheck security program, he said. 

The risk-based approach to screening, mobi- 
lized after the Sept, ii, 2001, terrorist attacks, 
enables the TSA to separate travelers who are 
known to pose a minimal security risk from 
others, including people identified to receive 
more scrutiny based on their travel history and 
other factors, officials said. 

But Pistole cautioned that camouflaged 
bombs that can be carried onboard planes or 
hidden inside the aircraft’s cargo hold— some 
devices as small as a water bottle and capable 
of blowing up an airliner— represent the No. i 
threat to civil aviation. 

“The challenge is that we have seen contin- 
ued interest and the ability for the terrorist 
to be innovative in their design, construction 
and concealment in what we call non-metallic 
improvised explosive devices,” Pistole said, 
holding up a plastic bottle that, he said, from 
the label down contains about the same vol- 
ume as the explosives worn by the so-called 
“underwear bomber,” who attempted to blow 


up a Northwest Airlines plane over Detroit on 
Christmas Day in 2009. 

“Just like this bottle of water,” he said, “you 
could go through a walk-through metal detec- 
tor, which is the common airport security fea- 
ture around the world, and never set it off” 

One of the bright spots for the more than 
1.7 million domestic travelers screened each day 
at U.S. airports is that the wait times at security 
checkpoints are generally less than 20 minutes 
and are down 64 percent overall this year com- 
pared with the same period last year, he said. 

That’s due in part to the 45 percent of trav- 
elers this summer who were able to avoid the 
hassle of checkpoints by being enrolled in Pre- 
Check or other programs. Pistole said. 

That compared with slightly more than half 
of passengers at Midway Airport and just less 
than half of passengers at O’Hare Airport. Pis- 
tole was in Chicago this week to visit screeners 
at both airports. 

The goal with TSA screening is to outfit 
most checkpoint lanes to serve pre-screened 
travelers, while requiring the relatively few 
other passengers to remove certain clothing 
items, laptop computers from cases and toilet- 
ries from carry-on bags, he said. 

One type of contraband some passengers 
are failing to leave at home is their guns, ac- 
cording to the TSA, which finds an average of 
five or six guns a day at U.S. airports. A record 
number of guns— 1,813— were seized at check- 
points in 2013, TSA spokesman David Castel- 
veter said. Of those, 1,477 were loaded, he said. 

The numbers are running about 1,400 
through August this year, including ii guns 
seized at O’Hare and six at Midway he said.

Millennials still are 
checking out libraries

Millennials are more likely than their elders 
to say important information is not available 
on the Internet. Younger folks also are more 
likely to have read a book in the last year and 
are just as engaged in their libraries as older 
individuals. 

At least those are conclusions from the 
latest work of the Pew Research Center 
Internet Project, which has pulled together 
years of research on the role of libraries in 
Americans’ lives, with a special focus on 
Millennials— generally identified as people 
ages 16-29. 

The results, from three national surveys of 
Americans 16 years of age and older, found 
that 62 percent of Americans younger than 
30 years old agree that there is “a lot of useful, 
important information that is not available 


on the Internet,” say Kathryn Zickhur and 
Lee Rainie, authors of a Sept. 10 report on 
the survey By comparison, 53 percent of older 
Americans said they believe that. 

In addition, the research showed that 
among those 16-29 years of age, half reported 
using a bookmobile or library in the past 
year, slightly higher than the 47 percent of 
those at 30 years or older who had done the 
same. And, 88 percent of Millennials reported 
reading a book in the last year, compared with 
79 percent for those 30 years old and older, 
the research shows. 

Many results of the project were pulled 
from a survey of 6,224 Americans of those 
ages and conducted in fall 2013.

Widow of cop sues over fatal crash

The widow of a Chicago police veteran kiUed in 
the spring when his car was hit by a van fleeing 
a Calumet Park police officer has sued that 
officer and the south suburban village, alleging 
that “they acted with an utter disregard for the 
safety of others.” 

ATibune investigation in August found that 
many mistakes led to the crash that kiUed David 
Harris, a Chicago police officer of 10 years. 
Harris was driving home from work Adarch 14 
when the van ran a red light and crashed into 


his Lexus at 87th Street and Lafayette Avenue. 

The victim’s wife, Sandra Harris, filed the 
wrongful death suit Tuesday in Cook County 
Circuit Court. 

The lawsuit alleges that Calumet Park 
police Officer Jerald Nettles and the village 
initiated a high-speed pursuit that posed 
greater danger to the public than the need to 
catch the suspect justified. Nettles continued 
the chase outside Calumet Park without 
supervisor approval and despite an order to 
end the pursuit, the lawsuit alleges.

Obama promises 
no ground war in iraq 


President Obama, trying to reassure war-wea- 
ry Americans, vowed Wednesday the U.S. will 
not fight another ground war in Iraq, but his 
spokesman said some military advisers could 
end up in frontline positions against the Is- 
lamic State group.

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MAKING A MARK 


Juvenile detention 
program is helping kids 
turn graffiti skills into art

The walls were brown; not the nice, warm 
hue in decor magazines, just plain, dull 
brown. I was only in the Cook County Juve- 
nile Temporary Detention Center for a few 
hours, but I already could feel the draining 
effects of the drabness that surrounded me. 

Then I entered the medical observation 
wing. Despite the serious situation, there 
was a different mood. The walls were painted 
light blue, but the most striking part was 
what was painted over them. 

Murals. Murals everywhere. Murals on 
doors, murals on walls, murals on utility 


panels. Murals of life in Chicago. 

Creating an art-covered facility for teens 
was a longtime dream of Eric Dean Spruth, 
an art therapist who has worked with the 
Near West Side facility for 17 years. The idea 
for this mural program, called Architectural 
Transformations, has existed for as long as he 
has been there, though this spring will mark 
only its fourth anniversary 

“ ‘No,’ to me, is just a transition to ‘yes,’ ” 
Spruth said. 

This facility was built in 1973 as a place to 
hold juveniles waiting to go to court. Accord- 
ing to the 2013 Cook Countyjuvenile Tempo- 
rary Detention Center Briefing, there are 
250 to 350 kids there at a time; the majority 
stay for one to seven days, while the next larg- 
est group lives at the center for 15 to 30 days. 


Though the kids aren’t there for long, 
Spruth believes Architectural Transforma- 
tions leaves its young artists feeling like 
they’re leaving something positive behind— 
all residents are encouraged to participate. 
The theories behind the art therapy are 
complex, and each color is used for a reason. 
I found their purpose best illustrated by the 
residents and the staff who work with them. 

As we pass through the medical wing, tak- 
ing in images of the Shedd Aquarium and the 
Chicago Botanic Garden, we notice a young 
man peeking out the window in the door 
to his room. His arm is in a cast and he is 
listening intently as Spruth and I talk about 
the process behind some of the murals in the 
hallway Behind the boy on the far wall of his 
room, is a massive Chicago Bulls mural. 


“I like it because it’s not plain,” the boy 
said of his wall. “I wish the other walls had 
something.” 

We moved to continue on, but he chimed 
in again, providing more insight about one of 
the ways the artwork is helping avoid conflict. 

“No one is going to come mess with it in 
my opinion because it’s not gang-related. 
There’s no point especially because (the wall] 
already has a picture on it,” he said. “If it isn’t 
wrote on, we’re going to write on it.” 

It’s a perfect articulation of a benefit 
Spruth identified about Architectural Trans- 
formations. 

“We are trying to make use of markers 
that are used historically for graffiti,” Spruth 
said. “Here they are doing the same thing but 
in an appropriate way” The medical wing’s 
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Chicago murals in particular are beneficial— 
many times, they’ll feature parts of the city 
the teens haven’t experienced. Drawing these 
landmarks can spark conversation about 
getting free passes from the Chicago Public 
Library to visit. 

With a number of kids in the JTDC on 
graffiti charges, Spruth hopes to teach them 
that their artistic talent can be used in the 
workplace, such as drawing chalkboard 
advertising at grocery stores. 

“You can get paid 
for it instead of get- 
ting arrested,” Spruth 
said. “We’re redefining 
skill sets by flipping 
what may have been a 
destructive behavior.” 

Maurice House, 
who has worked at 
the JTDC for 23 years, 
agreed with the young 
inmate. 

“It takes their 
minds off of gang 
stuff,” House said. 

“I’ve never had to say 
‘Don’t put gang stuff 
on the walls.’ ” 

Looking closely at 
one of the murals, I 
notice that they are 
done completely in 
permanent marker, 
meaning that the 
shading on a huge 
wall took hours upon 
hours. When Spruth shows me that the mark- 
ers are only an inch or two long, the compli- 
cated work is even easier to appreciate. 

“There’s a meditative quality in taking the 
time to use these markers, and it creates a 
sense of ownership,” he said. The facility has 
agreed not to paint over the walls for 10 years 
after a mural is created. 


Spruth and I move through the facility 
over to the wing that houses the female 
residents. They’re allowed to walk around the 
common area of their wing freely and several 
of them sit down to join our conversation. 

“I think they suck,” said one young lady 
sitting beside me, later revealing that her 
opinion was based on the fact that she hadn’t 
worked on a mural. So, what would she draw? 

“A sunflower,” she answered. 

“What does a sunflower symbolize to 

you?” Spruth asked. 

“My life,” she said. 
“I feel like I’m the 
dirt right now but 
I’m going to be a sun- 
flower in the future.” 

This is the type 
of conversation the 
murals are supposed 
to inspire. Nearby 
a group of girls is 
sitting with two staff 
members, discussing 
the hope that has not 
yet disappeared from 
their lives. 

Lanel Thomas, a 
doctor in psychiatric 
services, said realizing 
the untapped talent 
inside the JTDC gives 
her hope. 

“In general, this can 
be not the most pleas- 
ant place to work,” 
Thomas said. “Those 
of us that work here, we need the uplift.” 

But why this facility? Why do it in a place 
where kids only stay for a few days or weeks? 

“Show me any other place with this level 
of concentrated youth,” Spruth said. “This 
is the hub of Chicago if you believe in young 
people.”

Psssst ... have you heard 
about semi-hidden 
Wicker Park cocktail 
lounge Bordel?

Speakeasy-style bars have been popular for 
years, and while Bordel isn’t calling itself one 
per se, there is a purposefully clandestine feel 
to the second-floor lounge above Black Bull 
Tapas in Wicker Park. The bar’s unmarked 
door inside Black Bull’s foyer, the dim light- 
ing and circular, red velvet-decked booths 
are meant to evoke a “European bohemian 
lifestyle,” according to beverage director 
Brian Sturgulewski. The decor and the menu 
are inspired by a time during Prohibition 
when American bartenders moved to Europe 
and developed classic cocktails such as the 
Erench 75 and bloody mary There’s also a 
stage at Bordel, where, depending on which 
night you visit, you might see a flamenco 
dancer clinking her castanets, a jazz pia- 
nist sitting down at the keys or a burlesque 
performer stepping into the spotlight. With 
visions of “Moulin Rouge” in my head, I 
stopped into Bordel on a Eriday night. 

stake out your spot 

Though the bar says booth seating is “first 
come, first served,” large parties can email 
ahead of time (rsvp@bordelchicago.com) to 

reserve seats. On my visit, confusion about 
where to sit threw me off seconds after arriv- 
ing. Eewer than half of the huge booths along 
one wall were occupied, but a rushed server 
told my two friends and I that the rest were 
reserved for a birthday party On busy nights, 
there are no stools at the bar, so rather than 
hover awkwardly in the narrow, crowded 
space, we ducked into a booth and hoped no 
one would tell us to leave. 

Keep an eye on the menu 

Bordel opened quickly— in bar industry time, 
at least. Sturgulewski said owners took about 
a month and a half between beginning work 
on the space and opening night, so though 
the bar had been open for two and half weeks 
when I visited, the cocktail list still wasn’t 
finalized. The menu has since doubled in size 
to include 13 “strong but not silent” drinks 
(spirits-forward, stronger cocktails), 12 “swiz- 


zled and stirred” drinks (lighter, refreshing 
cocktails), plus two classic punches available 
by the bowl ($50) or cup and a house cock- 
tail, the Bordel Spanish Coffee spiked with 
Grand Marnier and overproof rum. At $12 
each, some of the cocktails are 
well-priced, including the Old 
Eashioned Whiskey Cocktail, 
which was well-balanced 
and served in a handsome, 
heavy rocks glass. Others 
seemed less of a bargain. I 
enjoyed the spices in both the 
Light Guard Punch and Boston 
Club Punch— especially the dry 
fino sherry and cognac combination 
that forms the base of the Light Guard— but 
paying $12 for a cocktail served over ice in a 
small teacup felt steep. The dainty cups are a 
nod to the Prohibition era, when some bars 
would covertly serve booze in them. Em fine 
with the cutesy presentation; I just wish the 
cups were a bit deeper. And what’s with the 


“Puncheon Club” in the bar’s name? Yes, dic- 
tionaries do recognize puncheon as a word, 
but it’s not something that rolls of the tongue 
with any ease. Ell file this next to Dusek’s 
Board & Beer and Stout Barrel House & 

Galley as bars’ full names Ell never use. 
Sturgulewski said he hopes to add 
a chalkboard of rotating specials 
developed by guest bartenders 
visiting from other Chicago and 
out-of-town bars. Surprisingly, a 
number of people waiting next to 
me at the bar opted for ho-hum 
beers and gin and tonics. 

Listen up 

In addition to live performers on the main 
stage, Bordel also hosts DJs at a second 
booth directly across from the bar. “It’s a 
really cool, eclectic night when you start out 
with something more modern that the DJ 
is playing and then a jazz band goes on, and 
then classic Erench music, and then a gypsy

guitar, and back to the DJ,” Sturgulewski 
said. “It keeps the energy up in the room and 
allows for a gear shift.” The DJ on the night I 
visited was playing a mix with bass lines that 
felt more club than cabaret, which, when fol- 
lowed by a classic Spanish guitarist on stage, 
felt out of place. I do give Bordel credit for 
booking live music without a cover, especially 
in such an intimate space, but the DJ could 
have read the energy better. 

Bottom line 

The bohemian lifestyle should be carefree, but 
the atmosphere at Bordel doesn’t yet reflect 
that. The classic cocktails and sultry decor are 
right on, but the service and crowd flow need 
a bit more time to settle in. Division Street 
could use a serious cocktail spot to break up 
the blocks and blocks of beer bars, so here’s 
hoping this one finds its footing.
